Fred MacMurray, the “brain” 
of “The Caine Mutiny,” deserved- 
ly won tremendous critical and 
audience praise for his penetrat- 
ing “Caine” portrait. In so doing, 
he established himself as an actor 
of stature, breaking sharply with 
his screen record of innocuous, if 
likeable, romantic leads. 

Now that he has scored in a 
role with bite, MacMurray obvi- 
ously has no intention of letting 
go.
